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“THE SENATE BILL. 


A Conference Held, But the Bill 
Not Forthcoming. 


A CONGRESSMAN’S QUEER MISTAKE 


A Member Who Wants a Monument Erected 
to Adam—The Day’s Work in Both — 
Senate and House 


Wasnincton, August 1.—[Special.]—The 
finance committee of the senate seems to be 
proceeding very leisurely in forming a tariff 
pill. 

It is stated that the bill can hardly be report- 
ed before the 20th instant. There seems to be 
considerable disagreement among the republi- 
can3 of the senate in regard to the make-up of 
the bill, and all today there has been a rumor 
atioat that the senate will pass no billat this 
session, but that one will be reported, placed 
upon the calendar, and there left until 
next session. There object in this is 
that during the campaign when manufacturers 
compiain of any profession of the bill, they 
can be quieted, and their inflyence and votes 
secured by the assurance that the bill would 
be changed to suit them before being passed. 
This, in the opinion of many of that party, 
will be the wisest policy to pursue, but such 
leaders as Allison and others are still in favor 
of the passage of a bill. They do not believe 
ihe manufacturers are so green as to be cap- 
tured in such a visible trap. 

Nothing definite has yet been decided upon, 
and it will be some days even before the re- 
publicans themselves will know positively 
what they are going todo. One thing is cer- 
tain, they are in a serious dilemma, and don’t 
kuow whatis the best method of extricating 
themselves to advantage. ~—. 

[tepresentative Bynum. of Indiana, says 
he is positive the senate will not pass 
a tariff bill. He thinks that while they may 
succeed in framing one in committee,they can- 
not agree upon any measure that will receive 
the approval of a majority of the members of 
the senate. ‘There are so many divergent in- 
tevests,”’ he says, ‘‘that it is next to impossible 
to suit everybody, and the republicans are be- 
giuning to find out the difficulty under which 
tlie house committee labors.”’ 

A CONGRESSMAN’S MISTAKE. 

A well known republican congressman from 
Pennsylvania, recently employed four clerks 
to send out tariff speeches into his district. He 
gave his chief clerk an order for four hundred 
thousand of Mr. McKinley’s speeches and had 
one sent to every man in his district and scat- 
tered throughout the entire state. It was 
not until the entire number had been mailed 
and each had reached its destination that he 
learned that his clerk has made a mistake and 
sent out four hundred thousand of Mr. McMil- 
lin’s speeches. Thus jto his utter surprise he 
has distributed four hundred thousand demo- 
cratic speeches in Pennsylvania, which are cal- 
culated to boom the democratic instead of the 
republican party. 

A MONUMENT to ADAM. 

General Spinola, of New York, has given 
notice that he would again call up his Brook- 
lynn monument bill on Monday and his friends 
have been endeavoring to persuade Kil- 
gore, of Texas, to absent ~ himself from 
the house on that day. This will be 
remembered as the bill which 
caused such an animated discussion 
over Kilgore’s objection, in which the Texan 
said he could not reply to the gentleman from 
New York on account of his age, but if he had 
a friend who would father his words he would 
pronounce him aliar. Mr. Kilgore is still firm 
in his opposition to the government appropria- 
ting money to beautify a Brooklyn park under 
the disguise of erecting a monoment to the sol- 
diers of revolutionary fame, and says he will 
interpose a bjjl to erect a monument to Adam 
in his Texas district. 

WILL.IT BE SPEAKER CRISP? 

The news of the renomination of Judge 
Crisp by acclamation today, although expect- 
ed, has caused him to be heartily congratulated 
by almost every democratic member of con- 
gress, and even many republicans. Judge 
Crisp as been pronounced by both parties as 
the fairest minded chairman of the election 
committee that has graced itin years. This 
renomination almost assures to Georgia the 
next speakership of the house. It is known 
that Mr. Carlisle will not be a candidate for 
the speakership another year, and although 
Messrs. Hatch, Springer, Dockery, Cox and 
others will make great efforts to get it, Judge 
Crisp now leads them all, Were an election 
held tomorrow he would get it without a ques- 
tion of doubt.

THE SENATE’S WORK.

The Confederatr Property Again the Sub- 
ject of Discussion. 

WasHInGTon, August 1.—The senate re- 
sumed consideration of the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill, the pending question being on 
the amendment offered yesterday by Mr. Call, 
appropriating $10,000 for the recovery of .the 
property of tho late confederate states now 
held in adverse possession ‘to the government. 

After a speech by Mr. Callin support of the 
amendment, Mr. Edmunds said he had been a 
member of a cammittee a few years ago which 
had investigated that whole subject, and he 
Was satisfied that the appropriation would bea 
useless waste of money, and that the wisest 
thing to be done with the assets of the late 
confederacy—as with the late unpleasantness 
itself—was to forget all about them and let 
them go. The ships referred to might be lo- 
cated, perhaps just as in old fox-hunting times. 
A fox might be located ina narrow cave ina 
mountain; but the question was how to get 
him out. Ever cent spent in the matter would 
be lost. : 

Mr. Call suggested that these things were 
not to be decided upon the mere statements of 
senators without reasons béing given for them. 
Specific statements had been made by three 
distinguished ofticers of the United States navy 
aud of the confederate states’ navy as to a ves- 
sel that had been built and paid for by the con- 
federate government. No attempt had ever 
been made to get that, vessel for the United 
States government. Did not know how much 
mooney had been paid to suppress information 
or what officials had been corrupted to betray 
the honor and interest of the United States, 
but he did know that it was the imperative 
duty of every senator to see that the property 
of the United States was recovered; and the 
senator from Vermont could not evade that 

uty. 

Mr. Gibson opposed the amendment; being 
convinced that, op the surrender at the close 
of tle war, the officers of the confederate army 
and navy had deliverad up all public property 
under their control. He had had the honor him- 
self of being a commissioner for the surrender 
of one of the armies, and bore willing testi- 
mony to the courtesy and kindness of tle com- 
missioners of the opposing army, and to the 
Renerosity of the terms extended.

Mr. Call replied tomany of the arguments 
made against his amendment, and, referring 
to the remarks of Mr. Gibson, said thathe did 
not sympathize with that senatorin the opin- 
ion that the dust of the confederacy shou'd be 
buried and that its good friends should let it 
alone. The confederate states would live in 
history for the great and hervic characters 
which they had developed. There was no need 
to leave their dust unaisturbed. Their fame 
was written in the immortal pages of history 
by such illustrious characters as Lee and Jack- 
son, andhe was glad to know that the loyal 
heart of the north and of its soldiers responded 
to that sentiment. He was not ashamed of 
the confederacy and did not want its dust to 
remain undisturbed. It could not be shut down 
or overlooked. The confederacy had no dust, 
but it had the immortal glory of heroic charac- 
ter, of noble self-sacrifice. 

Mr. Allison moved to lay Mr. Call’s’ resolu- 
tion on the table, and the motion was agreed to 
without division. 

OTHER AMENDMENTS,

WHEN WILL THE END COME? 

Mr. Plumb inquired of Mr. Allison as to 
the length of time which it would probably re- 
quire, in view of the necessary delays of con- 
ference, for the sundry civil bill to become a 
law. He said he made inquiry with the ob 
ject of learning the probable length of continu- 
ance of the session. 

Mr. Allison stated, in response to Mr. Plumb, 
that there now remained, undisposed of, five 
of the regular appropriation bills—the army 
bill, the navy bill, the sundry civil bill, the 
general deficiency bill and the fortification bill. 
The navy bill was now in conference, 
and would probably be disposed of this week 
or von next week. Thearmy bill was now 
being discussed in the house on the senate 
amendments. The general deficiency bill had 
not yet passed the house; nor had the fortifica- 
tion bill. The former had been partially con- 
sidered by the house, but the fortification bill 
had only been reported by the house within a 
day or two. Of course, it was impossible for 
him to say how long it would take to finish the 
sundry civil bill. But there were fewer im- 
portant amendments put on by the senate than 
in any similar bill for many years. So that it 
could be disposed of very readily, either by 
the house concurring in the senate amendment 
or by conference committee. He thought it 
noe # be safely assumed that all appropriation 
bills should be disposed of next week. 

NO APPROPRIATION BILL TO-MORROW. 

Mr. Stewart asked Mr. Allison whether he 
had any appropriation bill for. to-morrow, in- 
timating that he (Mr. Stewart) would like to 
get up the Chinese bil. 

Mr. Allison replied that not only would he 
pot have any appropriation bill to call up to- 
morrow, but thatit was not likely that he 
would have any for some days, because the 
only two remaining ones were the general de- 
ficiency billand the fortifications bill. The 
senate had passed a joint resolution last Sat- 
urday extending all the appropriations till the 
sist of August. <Astothe tariff bill, it was 
not possible for him tosay when it could be 
presented to the senate; but he couldonly say 
that, so far as he was concerned, and so far as 
he had heard, it was the intention of the com- 
mittee on finance to bring that bill into the 
chamber at the earliest practicable moment, 
and to have it considered with all due speed 
consistent with its careful consideration. Mr. 
Gibson inquired of the chairman of the com- 
mittee on finance, Mr. Sherman, whether the 
tariff bill was likely to be brought in next 
week or the week after. 

Mr. Sherman: ‘I don’t know.

Mr. Pugh presented the minority report in 
the case of the investigation of the Jackson, 
Miss., elections, and it was ordered to be 
printed with the majority report.

He said the bill was in the same 
shape as when last reported and recommitted, 
and that he wanted to call it up for action ata 
very early day.

THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


The Senate Amendments to the Army Ap- 
propriation Bill Discussed. 

WasHIneton, August 1.—After disposing 
of the unimportant routine business on the 
speaker’s table, the house went into commit- 
tee of the whole, Mr. Springer, of Illinois, in 
the chair, on the senate amendments to the 
army appropriation bill. 

The pending motion was that made by Mr. 
Townshend, of Illinois, to non-concur in the 
amendment appropriating $2.500 for repairs to 
the sea wall and wharf at Willet’s Point, New 
York. 

Mr. Burns, of Missouri. addressed himself to 
the policy which the house should follow in 
acting upon senate amendments, which if 
offered in the house would be out of order, He 
conceded the right of the senate to place upon 
a house bill any amendment which was not in 
conflict with the constitution, but the house 
was the equal of the senate and had a right to 
enforce its own rules. It could not compel the 
senate to accede to its rules, but it pate insist 
upon enforcing them itself. This was no par- 
tisan question. The democratic party lad a 
majority of the house today, but how soon 
would it be before the republicans held a ma- 
jority ? 

A republican—" Very soon.’ 

Mr. Burns—‘*May God forbid. I hope it will 
be a very long time..’ 

Continuing, Mr. Barns said that he desired 
to lift the house froim its knees before the San- 
hedrim and piace it on its feet asking for its 
rights. He then proceeded to oppose the 
establisment ofa gun factory at Watervliet 
arsenal. 

Mr. Hooker, of Mississippi, said that under 
the constitution, the senate and house had 
equal rights in the matter of legislation. 
Never before in the history of legislation of 
this or any other country had it been asserted 
by any man who was a student of parliament- 
ary law that the independent action of a co- 
ordinate branch was an infringement of the 
rules of the other house. He could see in the 
amendments no disposition on the part of the 
senate to infringe on the 
the house. He proceeded to argue 
that the amendments, with the exception of 
that providing for the purchase of submarine 
resol tre were germane to the bill and related 
to the subjects over which the military com- 
mittee had full and ample jurisdiction. The 
purpose of opposition to the senate amend- 
ments, he said, seemed to be to obstruct any 
legislation on the subject of public defense,

WAS DUE TO PROHIBITION AGITATION 


The Minority Report of the Senate Cominit- 
tee—The Hamilton Gambrell Affair 
~Neglect of Officers. 


WASHINGTON, August 1.—The minority re- 
port of the senate judiciary committee on the 
Jackson, Miss., political riots, was submitted 
by Senator Puch to the senate today. 

The minority says the hearings were held 
with closed. doors, and in Washington, more 
than 1,000 miles from the locality of the trqns- 
action. Hence the members of the commitise 
had noopportunity of examining the great mass 
of witnesses who were on the ground. ‘‘How 
unsatisfactory and misleading such a course 18” 
says the report, ‘‘will be evident to those who 
carefully examine the evidence.’’ 

The minority says that for many years there 
existed in Jackson 

THE KINDEST FEELING 

between the two races, It is shown that the 
white people had, in all proper ways, contribu- 
ted to advance the progress and welfare of the 
colored people. It is also shown, the minority 
says,that before January,18838,the colored voters 
of Jackson had uniformiy voted an& that their 
votes had been counted without trouble. Before 
coming down to the events of the night of De- 
cember 24th, the minority relates some occur- 
rences which transpired at Jackson within 
eighteen months preceding, which, they say, 
throws some light on the subject. 

Under the local option law enacted in 1886, 
an election was held in August of that year to 
determine whether the sale of intoxicants 
should be entirely prohibited in Ifines county. 


The canvass in Jackson was conducted with 


great excitement and bitterness on both sides. 

T. P. Barr, a ciitzen of high characterand a 
republican ,isiquoted as testifying with respect 
to an anti-prohibition meeting held in Jack- 
son, that the ammunition and arms belonging 
to the penitentiary were brought down and 
stored in the city hall, so that in case of a riot 
they could be used 

AGALNST THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 

The building was surrounded that night by 
police, saloon keepers, gambiars, etc., all 
heavily armed and ready for the attack. 

The report says: ‘The police and other city 
authorities were there as participants aud not 
as preservers of peace. They had been parti- 
sans and not preseryers oi the peace.”’ 

This, the minority says, was denied by no 
witnesses, not even by Mayor McGill. Prohi- 
bition carried the county, although the major- 
ity in Jackson was againstit. ‘‘here was a 
beliefon part of the prohibitionists that the 
law would not be enforced, as Mayor McGill 
and the city government had actively opposed 
the movement, so a law and order league was 
formed to enforce the law and prosecutions 
were commenced by the league 

The report relates the circumstances of the 
renconter between Colonel J.S. Hamilton, 
leader of the anti-prohibitionists, and Young 
Gambrell, editor of the prohibition 
organ, in which Gambrell was killed 
and Hamilton wounded. Hamilton was 
an intimate friend of McGill, says the report, 
and of Carroway, the chief of police and many 
citizens believed that the officials were in some 
way implicated inthe affray. ~The trial of 
Hamilton was a projonged one, and was not 
concluded until after this investigation began. 
The excitement was eneh that a change of 
yenue was secured. While Hatnilton was still 
under arrest he was serenaded and among the 
serenaders was Mayor McGill. 

These things tended to keep alive and inten- 
sify the bitter feeling Vhen affairs were in 
this condition the 

EVENTS OF DECEMBER 24TH 
occurred. Edward Eugene Baldwin, a lawyer 
of intelligence, and, as the minority claim, the 
instigator of this investigation, and one very 
much prejudiced against the ofiicials, is quoted 
as representing that matters were very rictous 
in the latter part of the day, December 24th. 
Young men came around town in crowds, car- 
rying whisky in gallon jugs and blowing tin 
horns. They threw cannon. crackers in the 
stores and the owners went out with revolvers 
and drove them away by threatening to shoot 
them. Store windows were broken and other 
acts of rowdyism were committed. It does 
not appear that the police made any effort to 
suppress the disturbance. Says the report: 
“About 9 o’clock that night, McWiilie Mitch- 
ell, accompgpied by some of his young friends, 
who seem tUhave been among those who were 
hlowing tin horns and rioting, encountered a 
desperate character, a negro named bob 
Whitesites, and in the end both parties were 
killed.”’ 

The minority here quofes the evidence of 
witnesses who narrates—each from his own 
standpoint—the circumstances of the kiiling. 
The reports sketches 

THE PATHETIC GRIEF 
of father and friends of the murdered Mitchel), 
saying: ‘’The young men and boys, sorrowing 
and intiamed by the spectacle, with one mind 
repaired to a hall to concert measures to 
punish the murderers. They formed what is 
called 

THE WHITE LEAGUE. 
They undertook to find the policeman and the 
others who were implicated. hat this was 
the sole object of the society is testified to by 
all the witnesses who were members,”’ 

The report says that no inquest was held 
over either Mitchel or Whitesides; no at- 
tempt to have judicial investigation of the 
circumstances of the double homicide; no at- 
tempt made to ascertain the facts from an eye 
witness under oath, The mayor, who was ex- 
ofticio justice of the peace, and .also by law re- 
quired to hold inquests, and the city marshal 
contented themselves with talking to the two 
men in jail, Allen and Jackson, and with some 
other witnesses They did not see proper, 
however, to gonsult,Gambrell and Brown, the 
only two white men who were present and saw 
the killing.“ So Allen and Jackson were 
turned looseand made their escape to parts 
unknown, and though both are now indicted 
for murder, they are beyond the reach of jus- 
tice. 

Thus matters stood Tuesday night when the 
nominating convention was held. This meet- 
ing, though called democratic, was really a 
meeting of all parties. Two republicans were 
on the committee on resolutions and were act- 
ively participating in the movement. More 
than one-half the white republicans in town 
were sympathizers in the movement, and act- 
ively participating init. The proceedings of 
this nieeting were, in the language used in the 
resolutions and in some of the expressions of

Theavowal of a purpose 
to elect the ticket nominated ought not to be 
construed, and was never meant to be con- 
strued, into a threat that the colored vote or 
any other vote was to be interfered with and 
it bas no such legitimate meaning.’’: 

The minority quotes Mayor McGill as saying 
to ex-Congressman Barksdale, a personal 
friend who advised that he withdraw from 
the contest, that he ‘‘was determined to ascer- 
tain the wishes of the white people of the 
town or amajority of them; that he would 
try and learn that evening or the next morn-

It 
argues that the bitterness and _ strife 
engendered by the rrohibition con- 
test, though lulled to slumber, were 
awakened in the twinkling of an eye by the 
cruel murder, as the people believed, of a 
young white man by a negro bully in the 
presence of negroes, who, instead of preserv- 
ing peace and protecting human life, aided 
and encouraged the murder.

Then there was a separation of the races and

It was not in the power,of thoughtfal and 
conservative men to soact as to secure abso- 
lute certainty against a race contlict. If in 
the midst of this excitement and terror the 
two races had been brought together for the 
purpose of testing whether the imbecile gov- 
ernment under which the tragedy had been 
committed should continue its ineffectual 
rule, and this, too, whether there was purpose 
on the part of any, to have such conflict, the 
intemperate language of a single drunken, 
reckless man of either race, the rude or angry 
contact between any might have, and proba- 
bly would have, fired the slumbering magazine 
and precipitated the conflict.”’ 

ihe minority, referring to the recommenda- 
tions of the majority of the committee, says 
their object appears to be 

_ TO SECURE THE REMOVAL 

of certain state ofticials or employes, and that 
to Carry on an inquiry for such a purpose is a 
srave usurpation of power and a deliberate at- 
tempt on the partof the senate to disqualify 
that body from performing its high constitu- 
tional function. The power of impeachment 
rests with the house. The senate has jurisdic- 
tion of judges. Proceedings looking to the 
removal of a United States ofticer should be by 
impeachment.

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HE ESCAPED THREE MOBS, 


But the Fourth One Hanged Him—A Ten- 
nessee Lynching. 

CARTHAGE, Tenn., August 1.—[Special,J— 
At 11 o’clock last night, fifty armed men vis- 
ited the jailatthis place and hung W. H. 
Handley, who killed J. B. Warman, a deputy 
sheriff, near Rome, in this, Smith county, 
while the latter was arresting another party. 

Handley’s trial was set for today, and when 
his mother and family arrived in town this 
morning to attend the trial they were met 
with the news of his death. His mother is 
now prostrated on account of the affair, and it 
iy thought the shock will kill her. 

When the mob arrived at the jail they found 
it well guarded by the sheriff and a posse of 
men. The sheriff pleaded with the mob 
to —_—itlet the law = take lis course, 
and announced his determination to protect 
his prisoner. Neither his appeals nor the gun 
shots fired from his fortification were of any 
avail. The mob broke down the barred doors 
and demanded the prisoner and keys to Hand- 
ley’s cell. The sheriff reiterated his determi- 
nation to protect Handley, whereupon the 
moh secured axes, crowbars and other rude 
implements and battered their way into the 
apartments of the trembling victin. 

With arope around Handley’s neck, the 
mob liurried across the river and swung him 
up to a large tree within sight of the jail. The 
body Was allowed to hang until this morning, 
when, Coroner A, M. Fiske impaneled a 
jury of inquest, the verdict of which 
was, that the deceased came to his 
death by hanging at the handsof unknown 
parties. 

When Handley’s remains were brought to 
Carthage this morning, the body showed sev- 
eral severe bruises. There were two large cuts 
on his head, supposed to have been given with 
the butt of a gun. Hisarms and wrists were 
also considerably bruised, and showed signs of 
a great struggle for life. About thirty shots 
were exchanged by the mob and posse, but no 
one was hurt so faras heard from. Great ex- 
citement prevails here and in the vicinity— 
public opinion being about equally divided for 
and against Handley. Handley had been con- 
fined in the jail at Nashville for quite a while, 
for protection, and was taken to Carthage but 
afew daysago. He was well liked during his 
confinement in Nashville, and made a favora- 
ble impression upon the ofiicers. He was about 
25 years old. 

Deputy Sheriff Warman was killed on the 
17th of September, 1887, about one and a half 
miles from Rome. Warman had, while attend- 
ing the fair, arrested a man named Adams, and 
was returning with him to Rome when he was 
overtaken by Handley,who demanded Adams’s 
release. Warman refused to release his pris- 
oner and Handley shot him. Handley es- 
caped but was arrested a short while afterward 
and taken to Rome for preliminary trial, but a 
mob had formed and it was with difficulty the 
prisoner was taken to Carthage. The mob hav- 
ing learned he was in jail at Carthage started 
for that place. The officers sook Handley to 
the woods, and after spending some time in the 
bushes and after iedine a third mob the offi- 
cers succeeded in getting Handley to New 
Middleton. From there the prisoner was 
taken by a circuitous route to Lebanon and 
thence to Nashville by train. Upon being 
committed to jail at Nashville Handley denied 
having any connection with the killing and 
said he knew nothing of the crime until after 
his arrest.

CARTHAGE, Tenn., August 1.—At 10 o’clock 
last night, fifty armed men Visited the jail 
here, and took out W. H. Handley, who, on 
September 17th, last, killed J. B. Worman, a 
deputy sheriff.

The Parnell Discussion to End 
Tomorrow. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM IS BACK HOME 


Mr. O'Shea Says Both Chamberlain and 
Parnell Were Wrong—Mr. Parnell’s 
Treacherous Memory. 


Lonpon, August 1.—On the resumption of 
debate in the house of commons on the Parnell 
commission bill, Mr. Balfour, chief secretary 
for Ireland, said that the speech of Home Sec- 
retary Matthews last night, in which he said 
‘the judges already had power to select such 
of the charges as they deemed worthy of in- 
quiry,”’ contained what the government had 
all along stated. 

Sir Lyon Playfair, liberal, contended that 
Mr. Matthews had extended the scope of the 
billto an enormous extent. Mr. Matthews 
now said the inquiry was into an organization 
which induced crime, whereas the Louse had 
been led to believo the’ bill was intended to 
enable certain members to clear their char- 
acters. 

Mr. Bradlaugh declared that Mr. Matthews 
had made out an absolutely new case. 

Mr. Chamberlain repeated this statement, 
that he would have been gladif the range of 
the proposed inquiry had been limited, but he 
said he had never suggested a limit regarding 
persous. 

Mr. Gladstone said the government's cov- 
enant had been entirely and /absolutely 
changed. He said that his party would take 
care that the country should understand these 
proceedings. 

Mr. Balfour said that Mr. Gladstone, on eve 
of inquiry, had pronounced an opinion that the 
Times letters were forgeries. 

Mr. Gladstone: ‘‘I said that I was justified 
in concluding that there must be a motive for 
the extraordinary way in which the letters 
were now being thrown into the shade.”’ 

Mr. Balfour said that Mr. Gladstone's re- 
marks were mostimproper. He denied that 
the government had altered the bill or changed 
their position. 

Mr. Reid, liberal, offered an amendment 
providing that the commission shall inquire 
into charges and allegations only in so far as 
the same may bear upon the charges and alle- 
gations against the members. 

*Sir  peaee Vernon Harcourt said if the 

protraction of the debate on the bill required 
any justification it would be found in Mr. 
Matthews’s speech. 
pressure that the opposition were at last begin- 
ning to detect the real meaning of the bill. It 
now appeared that the government’s object in 
creating the commission was not te give the 
Parnellite members an opportunity to 
clear themselves: of foul aud calumnious 
charges, but to inquive into a pore 
organization. If that were so why had not the 
eovernment instituted inquiry long ago? The 
government, wishing to escape the responsi- 
bilfty fer a commission, asserted that its forma- 
tion was proposed at the instance of Mr. 
Parnell; yet the house was not told that its 
object was to inquire into political organiza- 
tions. 

Mr. Balfour admitted that committee of 
cabinet on July 11th decided @® include ‘‘and 
others,”’ in reference to the commission, ‘and 
next day, while the cabinet assented, if Mr, 
Smith, in announcing the reference in the 
house, did not read the words, ‘‘and other per- 
sons,’’ it was doubtless a slip. 

Mr. Gladsiene said he thought the conduct 
of the ministers in sitting silent when Mr, 
Smith announced cominission leaving out these 
allimportant words deserved severe censure. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt said that the 
whole course of the governmeut has been a re- 
fusal to accept the words of the Parnellites, 
while ready to indorse and promote every 
calumny of the finest kind. Would the gov- 
ernment now accept Mr. Parnell’s denials or 
proceed to try to fix upon thei the charges of 
perjury and falsehood? 

The chairman here advised cessation of 
recrimination. sA division on Mr. Reid’s 
amendment was then taken, and amendment 
was rejected 241 to 1M. 

Mr. Goshen, in absence of Smith, who was 
unable to be present on account of domestic

O’Shea on Chamberlain and Parnell. 

Lonpon, August 1.—Mr. O'Shea writes the 
Times in regard to the interview between 
Parnell and Chamberlain: 

‘‘Both are right but full of horror, as Mr. 
Parnell was on the day after the Phanix 
murders. It is not astonishing that he has for- 
gotten that he asked me to arranged an inter- 
view with the minister whom he considered 
his benefactor. It is quite trne he went with 
Mr. McCarthy after he had left 
Mr. Chamberlain. I wish those who believe 
Mr. Parnell cognizant of crime had seen him 
on that day. Innocence never showed itself 
more clearly under aterrible ordeal, wild as at- 
tack may appear. I knew that for along time 
he had been imbued with a fixed idea that Mr. 
Chamberlain divulged cabinet secret. The 
last time I spoke to Mr. Parnell, shortly be- 
fore the division on Mr. Gladstone’s home 
rule bill, he _ threatened to 
the charge, and I advised him to make 
up his mind that Chamberlain would not ob- 
ject. In regard to the local government, Mr. 
Parnell’s memory is curiously at fault. The 
scheme was altogether Parnell’s own. Mr. 
Chamberlain hesitated and only adopted it be- 
cause it was Parnell’s. Why he now repudi- 
ates it isa mysterys Surely also there is some 
mistake about the renewal of coercion act. 
Mr. Chamberlain still must have in his posses- 
sion & draft of coercion act, amended in Mr. 
Parnell’s own hand into the form which he 
proposed should be passed with just enough 
show of opposition m the parliament to satisfy 
those concerned. ”’

Emin Bey’s Straits. 

Lonpon, August 1.—A dispatch from Zanzi- 
bar says two native messengers who were cap- 
tured Irom an earlier expedition by tribes in 
Erganda district, bordering on the Albert Ny- 
anza, and who escaped from their captors 
about the beginning of April, have just ar- 
rived here. They report that Emin Bey was 
ina situation of great difficulty. Provisions 
were scarce and difficult to’ procure, and his 
troops were beginning to be discouraged. On 
April 4th, Emin received a summons from the 
mahdi, dated Khartoum. to surrender, and to 
disband his troops. Mahdi threatened to 
attack him if Emin refused. Emin also re- 
ceived a letter purporting t@pe from Lupton 
Bey, urging him to surrender as the only 
means to avoid a massacre at Wadlai. Emin’s 
outposts confirmed the reports of the mahdi’s 
advance, stating that scouts on armed vessels 
had appeared at the confluence of the Nile and 
Sobat. Emin considered the Lupton letter to 
be a forgery, but he decided to advance him- 
self with the bulk of his troops and to en- 
deavor to surprise the mahdi, conpensating for 
the lack of provisions by the rapidity of the 
attack. He was much harassed by the non- 
arrival of Stanley, about whom vague reports 
filtered from tribe to tribe.

THE IMPRISONED MOONSHINERS., 


The Last of a Desperate Gang—Still in the 
Drift. 

BirMINGHAM, Ala., August 1.—[Special.}— 
Reports from Bibb county today state that the 
moonshiners are still in the coal mine drift, 
strongly guarded by citizens. 

George Snyder was the namo of the one 
killed on Monday night. Jim Hickey, Bill 
Ray, anda negro whose name could not be 
learned are still in the drift. 

There were originally six of the moonshiners 
and they were regarded by the revenue officers 
as the most desperate band in the gtate. They 
were making moonshine whisky ad selling it 
to miners and railroad laborers in Bibb and 
Tuscaloosa counties. About two weeks ago 
Ki Payton and King Lunsford, two of the lead- 
ers, were arrested by deputy United States 
marshals. The other four layin ambush for 
the officers all day, but they left the neighbor- 
hood with their prisoners by another route. 

The ofticers were guided and assisted by 
Jack Lawley, a prominent citizen of Bibb coun- 
ty. Last Sunday night Lawley was murdered 
and robbed by Snyder, Hickey, and the other 
two members of the gang. This aroused the 
citizens and the moonshiners were driven into 
the drift and one of them killed, as reported 
last night. Deputy United States Marshal 
Patton, with a posse, left for Bibb county to- 
day, and will capture the moonshiners, dead 
or alive. 
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THE COTTON SEED OLL TRUST, 
The Annual Meeting—The Earnings of the 
Year, 

New York, August 1.—[Special.]--The 
American Cotton Oil Trust company had its 
annual meeting today. The report showed 
net earnings of $2,020,444, which is about 26 
per cent in excess of last year’s business. 

The management announces that the future 
policy will be to acquire no more property, but 
to increase the production of mills now owned, 
and push the trade vigorously, both here and 
in Europe. The trust now controls 163 millg 
and the present capital stock is $42,185,228, 
while the earnings for the past year have been 
five per cent on the stock, the company will 
pay no dividend at present, but will husband 
its cash resources because of the nearness to 
the time for the purchase of cotton seed. 

Trustees elected today were: J. H. Flagler, 
J.O. Moss and Samuel Thomas, for three 
years; Jules Aidige for two years, and N. K. 
Fairbank, W.P. Anderson and J. H. Kendall 
for one year. 

The business report was well received by 
Wall street, and much confidence is expressed 
in the present administration. It is stated 
positively that the present capital stock will 
not be hereafter increased.

H. Flagler, president; Jay O. Moss, treasurer; 
W. P. Anderson, secretary; Juies Aldigi, first 
vice-president. 

THE BAGGING COMBINE, 


All But One of the Mills Are In—Cotton Pre- 
ducers at the Mercy of the Trust. 

St. Lovurs, August 1.—It now seems that the 
jute combine has secured a suflicient control of 
the bagging manufactories to control the mar- 
ket. Iltisciaimed that Warren, Jones and 

tratz are at the head of the trust and they de- 
cline to deny or aftirmthe statement.

The mills shut down are at St. Louis, Perit, 
Ind., the present juie company of New Or- 
leans; W. J. Tapp & Co., Louisville; Hart 
Bagging company, Brooklyn, N. Y., and @ 
number of small mills in [)linois and Indiana, 

The output of all the millsis fifty million 
yards of bagging, which is sufficient to cover a 
crop of seven inillion bales of cotton. The# 

resent crop is expected to exceed seven mil- 

ion bales, and the demand for bagging will be 
brisk. 

The Ludlow Bag company, of Boston, is the 
only concern of any magnitude running inde- 
pendently, and its output is but six miilion 
yards, nearly all of which has already been 
placed at about 7 cents. The price fixed by 
the combine is 11? cents, or an additional clear 
profit of 43 cents per yard. There is no sur- 
ey of raw material to justify the increa-e, 

at the cotton producing section seems to be 
at the mercy of the combine.

ISIT WILLIAMS? 


Arrest of a Negro Charged With a Murder 
Five Years Ago. 

VatLnosta, Ga., August 1.—|Special.}—Val- 
dosta has just passed through one of the most 
sensational events of the year, the event being 
no less than the jailing of aman answering 
the description of Jolin Williams, the des- 
perado and fugitive murderer. As this has 
occurred in numerous instances before, 


it h 
created considerable excitement, and on every 


corner of the street youcan hear the oft re- 
peated querry: 

“Is it John Williams?” 

The crime for which John Williams is want- 
ed was the murder of old man Jim Allen,night- 
watchman at the depot in October, 1583, 
Watchman Allen attempted arrest a mulatto 
for disorderly conduct. The negro drew a pis- 
tol and shot the officer through the heart. The 
10 o’elock train had just come upand before 
any one knew what had happened the negro 
boarded the train and wasrapidly carried away 
in the darkness. It subsequently developed 
the murderer was one John Williams, a negro 
who had only been in the neighborhood a short 
while and was but little known. 

The murder caused intense excitement. Mr. 
Allen was popular, and was a faithful officer. 
A six hundred dollar reward was offered, and 
the second chapter of incidents began. Mulatto 
negroes, and negroes all over the country, who 
Were any ways like the descriptfon, were 
arrested and detained. It is reliably stated 
that nearly fifty men have been arrested for 
this murder, but only one man had any trouble 
in getting free again. 

About a year after the murder, a man filling 
the description perfectly was brought here. Ile 
was arraigned, and identity was the defense. 
Several people swore that he was the man 
wanted, but some officials from Florida 
were put on the stand and swore that the pris- 
oner was in jail in Jacksonville when the mur- 
der was committed. So this Williams went 
free, but there are plenty of men now who be- 
lieve he was the murderer. 

Well, what of the one in jail? He has been 
positively identified as the guilty man by a 
witness named Folsom, and he fills the de- 
scription even to particular scars.. The negro 
who bronght him here from Jacksonville says 
he has followed him four years and is satisfied 
he is the man, butthe people ask: “Is he 
John Williams?” If they knew he was they 
would hang him, but they don’t know. Every 
effort is being made to find the truth, whatever 
it is. 


SHEFTALL HAS SKIPPED 


And His Bondsmen Were Required to Ante 
Up. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., August 1.—[Special.j— 
Thomas J. Sheftali, justice of the peace, in- 
dicted for malpractice in ofiice, has skipped 
out. Early yesterday morning he drove out 
ten-miles and took the trainat P@ler. The 
News, this morning, stated he was at home 
last night. He was seen by a reporter and was 
indignant at the rumors of his absconding. 
This is al] his attorney, R. R. Richards, knew 
of his whereabouts so he said. In court this 
morning, Mr. Richards made a motion to con- 
tinue the case. Mr. du Bignon having advices 
that Sheftall had decamped, suggested the 
propriety of the prisoner’s presence. Mr. 
Richards said the leading counsel, S. B. Ad- 
ams, was sick in north Georgia; hedidn’t 
know where Sheftall was. The court held 
that the prisoner must be called.

Thata Dusky Damsel of Macon Wore Causes 
n Police Officer to Search It. 

Macon, Ga., August 1.—[{Special.]--It was 
reported this morning to Lieutenants Wylie 
and Wood, of the police force, that a negro 
woman named Willie Davis, living on Pine 
street, had stolen $51.75 last night from a col- 
ored man, Bob Dunwody, while at her house, 
and had also stolen $10 from Georgia Young, 
another negro woman who lived in the same 
house with Wiilie Davis. Bob says the money 
was ina blank book in his inside breast coat 
pocket and the woman slipped it out. He soon 
discovered his loss, and on saying some one 
had stolen his money, the Davis woman 
laughed. She then went out of the room, but 
returned in a few moments and told Dunwody 
he could search her if he thought she stole it, 
but he declined to do so. 

This morning Willie Davis intended going 
off on the East Tennessee train to Jackson to 
see a nephew,soshe said, but Lieutenants 
Wylie and Wood arrested her before she could 
leave town, and took possession of her trunk, 
which was searched, but none of the stolen 
money-was found. On carrying her to the 
barracks Officers Brown, Ray, Golden and 
Stationhouse-keeper Henry searched her, and 
just as they were about to give up: the search 
as fruitless, about $10.25 was found in her 
bustle. She was put in the barracks, but 
denied that she had stolen the money. 

Mr. Dan Lucas came tothe city hall about 
noon and stated that the woman had been out 
to his store early in the morning to get him to 
keep about $100 for her, but as he was not at 
the store whenshe came, his clerk, Sonnie 
Pevy, refused to receive the money. 

Frank Willis, a colored man, porter for Rus- 
sell at the corner of Fourth and Pine streets, 
was also arrested by Lieutenants Wylie and 
Wood nearthe nnion depot, charged with 
having received from the Davis woman some 
of the money.

The prisoners left the courtroom in charge 
of Deputy Sheriff O’Pry and, just as they 
reached the courthouse door, the two prisoners 
made a break for liberty. Grier ran across 
Mulberry street and towards the Presbyterian 
church at a 2:40 gait. O’Pry fired at him with 
his pistol,but missed,and then took after Grier 
in hot pursuit, others joining in the chase. 
Grier turned the corner of the Presbyterian 
church, ran up First street to Cherry, turned 
Mark’s corner, ran up Cherry street, jumped 
the front fence of Dr. Wm. E. Dunnady’s, 
ran through the lot, jumped the back fence in 
the alley and landed right in the arms of 
epey Sheriff O’Pry who had run up the 
alley, by Ruan’s corner, from First street. In 
a few minutes Oflicers Palthorpe, McDel- 
mond and Daniels, who had heard the shoot- 
ing and joined in the chase, arrived.

THE OLD MAN’S VISION. 


The’ Mystery of Soddy, Tennes- 
see, Cleared Up. 


Mr. Hardin Visited By the Spirit of One of 
the Mangled Men, Who Inform Him 
of the Manner of Their Death. 

Soppy. Tenn., August 1—[Special.}—On 
the morning of July 24th, two miles from this 
place, twb men were run over and mangled by 
a southbvornd freight onthe St. Louis, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific railroad. There 
was suspicion of foul play and the general be- 
lief was that they .had been murdered and 
their bodies placed on the rails. Great ex- 
citement grew out of the affairand detectives 
were employed to ferret out the perpetrators 
of the crime, but they failed to even get a 
clew. 

A coroner’s jury was summoned, and after 
hearing all the evidence they could obtain 
rendered a verdict that these two men—Neal 
Manner and Bill I.ee—fell asleep on the track 
and thereby lost their lives. 

Still there was a doubt in the minds of the 
people, for they knew the young men were not 
addicted to drink, and believed it was im- 
possible for them to have slept so soundly. 

But now to the strange part of the story: 
Mr. A. P. Harden, of Seddy, a reliable gen- 
tleman, says that at twelve o’clock, on the 
night of the 26th of July, two days after the 
finding of the bodies, he awoke from his slum- 
ber and saw one of the young men standing at 
his bedside. He was greatly. alarmed, and 
for some time thought he was dreaming. At 
length the apparition spoke: 

“Go,” said he, ‘‘and turn to the book of 
Proverbs, 5d chapter and 24th and 25th verses, 
and there you will find what caused our death, 
and read the 4th chapter, 18th, 19th and 20th 
verses. All! go together.’’ 

The apparition then disappeared. Mr. Har- 
din says he immediately arose from his bed, 
and, going to a table, picked up the old fam- 
ily Bible and read these verses, from the third 
chapter of Proverbs: 

21. Whenthouliest down, thou shalt not be 
afraid; yea, thou shalt lie down and thy sleep shall 
be sweet. 

25. Be not afraid of sudden fear, neither 
desolation of the wicked when it cometh. 

And then turning a leaf of the good book, 
just on the reverse side of the above verses, he 
read from the fourth chapter as follows: 

12. But the path of the just is as the shining light, 
that shineth more and more unto the perfet day. 

19. The way of the wicked is as darkness; they 
know not at what they Stumble. 

20. My son, attend to my words. 

Mr. Hardin insists that he was not dream- 
ing, and that he never read these chapters in 
the Bible before that night, and he is confident 
that the spirit of poor Neal Manner visited 
him to dispel all doubts as to the-cause of the 
death of the unfortunate boys.

The County Legislative Nominations, 

The Fulton county democratic executive 
committee meets on Saturday to arrange for 
thetime and manner of the selection of the 
democratic candidates for the legislaturefrom 
this county, and the deliberations of the 
committtee will no doubt be governed by a 
desjre to shape its actions as will best com- 
form to the interest and convenience of the 
party in the county. 

A senator and three representatives are 
to be nominated and the committee will de- 
cide whetherthe democracy of the county 
will be allowed to settle the matter in one 
election, or will be required to go through 
two contests, in short suecession, for the 
choice of the legislative ticket which will 
be voted on atthe regular election, We 
are confident that we express the wish of a 
large majority of the democrats of the 
county, when we say that the committee 
should not hestitate about ordering that the 
party candidates for senator and representa- 
sives should be nominated on the same day. 
It would be manifestly unjust to the great 
umber of voters, who are laborers, me- 
ehanics and farmers to make it necessary 
for them to leave their work twice when once 
would answer the same purpose. Many of 
them can hardly afford the time required to 

articipate in one primary, and afterward 
ie general election, much less two 
primaries and an election. The effect of 
the latter course would be to greatly reduce 
the vote in each primary, if separately held, 
whereas one primary would inspire a deeper 
interest and bring out a larger vote. It has 
been suggested that as votes for the sena- 
torial candidates have not in the past been 
cast directly, but for delegates to the sena- 

torial district convention, one election 
would complicate matters, and confuse the 
voters. Tosay that the democratic voters 
of the county cannotavoid confusion from 
such a trital cause, is to reflect severely on 
their intelligence; but whatever chance 
there was for mistake from such reason 
could easily be prevented by requiring that 
the senatorial candidates shall be voted for 
directly and authorizing the one receiving 
the largest vote to appoint his six delegates 
to the senatorial convention, for there is no 
difference in appointing them after the 
election, than before, as has been done. 

Of course the committee will not think of 
holding a mass meeting to make the nomi- 
nations. Nohallin the county will hold 
one-tenth of the voters, and besides, the 
democrats in every part of the county are 

‘entitled to the same advantages as those 
whose accessibility would allow them to at- 
tend such a.meeting without inconvenience. 

A fairly conducted primary, to choose the 
the full legislative ticket, is whatthe people 
of the county want, and what the Committee 
should, and no donbt will, give.

The next day the girl called on the 
matron and asked that the money be returned, said 
that her fagber had given her the money which she 
lost in order to buy dresses, and asked for its return. 
Did that woman return the money?” asked the 
preacher, jn thundering tones. ‘‘No, she coldly told 
her victim, just like a professional gambler, that if 
she. could not afford to jose, she had no business to 
play. Talk about man'sinbumanity to man,” ex- 
claimed Mr. Swem, “itis nothing to compare with 
woman's inhumanity to woman.”’

Theo. Flesh is Stabbed 
* By Dan Falvey. 


Young 


Fiesh Thought to Be in a Critical Condition 
~—Falyey at Large—What an Eye Wit- 
ness Has to Say About It. 


There was a serious cutting scrape, and one 
that may yet prove fatal, last night a few 
minutes before 10 o’clock, on Loyd street, a 
few steps from the corner of Alabama. 

The participants were Dan Falvey and 
Theo. Flesh. Young Flesh is afson of the 
proprietor of the ‘Big Bonanza’ on Decatur 
street. Neitherof the youngmen appear to 
be over twenty-one years of age. 

It seems that both had been to the dime 
show, on Loyd street. Flesh went to his 
father’s bar, took a drink, and then started 
back to the concert to be held after the show 
was over. 

He went down Decatur. Pryor, Alabama, 
and had just turned the corner of Loyd when 
he met{Falvey. 

“Are you ready to settled that matter, 
Flesh?” asked Falvey. 

‘That's what I am,’’ answered the other 
quickly. oo 

There was® proposition made to give up 
their weapons and “‘fight itout fair.’’ F his was 
agreed to, but both knives were drawn about 
the same time, and the boys were cursing, so 
the knives were not given up. 

Suddenly Falvey made a stab at Flesh’s 
throat, and then turned and ran through the 
gate across the street and down the railroad. 

No particular effort} was made to follow Fal- 


vey. 

Two of the bystanders immediately started 
with Flesh for Dr. Westmoreland’s ofiice. 
The blood was flowing freely from the wound, 
and it was thouglit at first that the jugular 
yein was opened. 

The party could be tracked all the way from 
Lowry’s bank to Dr. Westmorcland’s oflice, 
and then to Tyner’s drag store, by the blood 
on the sidewalk. 

Young Flesh was carried from the drug 
store to his home as soon as he could safely be 
moved. 

The stab is on the left side of the neck, just 
missing the lower edge of the jaw bone, and 
grazing the jugular vein. 

Dr. Westmoreland was of the opinion last 
night that the vein had been affected by the 
stab, a egarded the wound asa very dan- 
gerous one. <All depends on the treatment 
fora dayorso. Thedanger is that the ex- 
posed vein may be ruptured. 

Flesh was too weak to give his version of 
the affair last night, and at last accounts [al- 
vey had not been captured. 

Statement of an Eye Witness. 


A young gentleman, who desires his name 
withheld from publication,was interviewed by 
a CONSTITUTION reporter shortly after the 
stabbing of young Flesh. In answer to a 
question as to what he knew ofthe affair, he 
said: 

‘‘T attended the ten-cent circus last night, 
and, just as I came outafter the performance, 
Dan Falvey met me and asked if I had a gun. 
I told him I had not, and added that he knew 
very welll did not carry anything of the 
kind.”’ 

“Did you ask Falvey what he wanted with 
@ gun ?’ 

“Yes, and he said that d—n little Dutch 
s—n of ab—h Flesh said he would meet me 
after the show was over and settle that 
matter.’’ 

‘‘What matter did he refer to?” 

“T don’t care to say what tho trouble was, 
but Flesh and Falvey had had a dispute two 
or three nights ago about a certain thing and 
this is What Falvey referred to.” 

‘Where did you goafter leaving the circus ?” 

‘Falvey, myself, and one or two others stood 
around the entrance for a few moments, and 
finally Falvey said that he didn’t think Flesh 
was going to, show up, and we walked down 
Loyd street toward Alabama.’’ 

‘*When did you first see Flesh after that?’ 

“Just as we gotto Alabama street I left 
Falvey and the others and started to cross the 
street. I saw Flesh coming toward the 
Lowry bank corner and Falvey must have 
recognized him at thesame time, for he said, 
‘There he is now,’ and walked toward him.”’ 

‘‘What was said when they met?” 

“Falvey asked Fleshif he was ready to 
fight him, and Flesh replied that he was, and 
Falvey said ‘Come on over to the railroad 
track and we'll settle it.’. Flesh said he was 
ready, and they were just going to stat to- 
ward the railroad tracks when Talvey asked 
Flesh if he had anything on him. Flesh 
said he had, and Falvey then made the propo- 
sition that they give up any weapons they had 
and search one another.”’ 

‘What happened then ?” 

‘‘They both had pocket knives and they got 
them out about the same time, shaking 
them in one another’s face, calling names and 
cursing. They parried blowsin this way for 
about a minute, when Falvey suddenly said, 
‘1’11 see what you are good for, anyway,’ mak- 
ing astabat Flesh and cutting him, turned 
and ran down the street.’’ 

“What did you dothen ?”’ 

“We saw the bl running down I lesh’s 
shirt and two or three of us assisted him up to 
Tvyner’s drug store. That’s all I know about 
‘ 99 


‘Had either of them been drinking ?’’ 
“I don’t think so. They were not drunk 
anyway.”

Mr. Butterworth did not insist that the sen-- 


ate desired to disregard the rights of the 
house, but thought that it acted under the a

Bat the 
fortifications bill had been reported and the 
necessity for the amendments did not exist.

The Senate Tariff Bill. 

WASHINGTON, August 1.—There wasa full 
consultation of the republican members of the 
finance committee of the senate today over 
the tariff bill. Senator Sherman, who was not 
on sub-committee, was also present. The 
measure is substantially completed and in 
print, though no feature of it has absolutely 
passed beyond a probability of change, and it 
is now not expected that it will be reported 
for a week. Meanwhile hearings will be granted 
toany interests which present themselves.

A party 
of boys were bathing in the river near George- 
town, and only a short distance from the shore, 
when an alligator about twelve fect long ap- 
peared in the midst of the bathers, and seizing 
a twelve-year-old boy disappeared with its 
prey. Nothing has since been seen of the 
boy. 


Destructive Fire at Suffolk, Va. 

Nor¥Fouk, Va., August 1.— This morning at 
half past ten o’clock a destructive tire began 
in Suffolk, Va., which was not con- 
trolled until about half past four o’clock 
this afternoon. Itoriginated in the oil ware- 
house of Joseph P. Webb’s drug stere in Ex- 
celsior block. The burnt district extends from 
Main to Bank streets on the north; to the 
Norfolk and Western railway depot on the 
south; from Ballard arfl Smith’s corner on 
Washington square, west tothe Suffolk Lum- 
ber company’s railroad on the east. ° Nearly 
the entire business part of the town is de- 
stroyed. The loss is roughly estimated from 
three hundred and fifty to four hundred thou- 
sand dollars, with insurance far below the loss. 
A large number of dwellings were burned, and 
many families are-rendered penniless. 


Tin Ore in Mexico, 

Pittspura, Pa., August 1.—-A company 
was formed in this city last evening with a 
capital stock of $1,000,000, the object being to 
open a tin mine in Mexico, near Derango. A 
tract of land has been purchased covering an 
area of ten miles square. An expert who as- 
sayed the ore says it will yleld from 25 to 35 
per cent! tin, which is the richest in the 
world. The distributing point will be El Paso, 
and from there pig tin will be shipped to New 
York. A number of factories will be started 
soon to manufacturejtin, and it is believed 
that the product from England, which 
amounied to $24,000,000 last year, will be shut 
out entirely after the different works are 
started. 
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Another Prediction 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., August 1.—The or- 
ganization of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
association expired last night by limitation, andthe 
Southern Freight pool no longer exists. The Louis- 
ville and Nashville and the Queen and. Crescent 
lines have notified all roads that they will not join 
in the effort to re Tsanize the association. Of course 
this means a rate war, and it is not far off. It is un- 
derstood that.the southetn roads will meet the cut of 
western lines to southern points, which will enable 
southern markets to compete with these of the west. 
The disturbing element in the south has been the 
Mobile and Ohio railroad, which was not a memter 
of the association. This line cut rates, but under 
pool arrangemeuts, its competitors,chiefly the Louis- 
vilic and Naslyille, were not alowed to meet ihe 
cut, 
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Tie New Dummy Line. 

The rails for the new dummy line have 
arrived, and have been placed along Pryor 
strect to be put down as soon as possible. 
When completed, the line will be one of great 
convenience. Itis understood that several of 
the people along the line object to laying the 
raiis in the summer time on account of the lia- 
bility to cause sickness from digging up the 
ground.

The Detectives Recover a Lot of 
Stolen Goods Yesterday. 


The Child That Was Shot—An Atlanta Man 
That Was Murdered—A Country Girl 
to Be Sent Back Home. 


Elbert Richardson is the name of a darky 
arrested about 12 o’clock yesterday in Judge 
Manning’s court, where he was prosecuting a 
warrant against a negro woman, by Detectives 
Buchanan, Bedford and Cason. 

He was carried to the stationhouse and 


locked up. 

The detectives then searched his 
house, 95 Foundry street, and _ recoy- 
ered a lot of goods _. believed to 
be stolen. Among the goods was a lot of 
crockery ware, bed quilts, blankets and a 
silver castor. Only one of the quilts was 
marked, and that only with the letters “‘G. L.’’ 
in redthread. The goods were carried to the 
stationhouse in Black Maria, and the prisoner 
wilted as soon as he saw them. or 

“T can’t tell no lie,’’ said he. ‘‘Them goods 
is stolen goods. I waseraimin’ to carry ‘em 
back this evenin’, but got caught before I 
could gohome. Fo’ de Lawd, I didn’t aim to 
keep them things.’’ 

He then went on to confess the whole thing; 
told how often he had gone and where and 
how they were stolen. 

Most of the goods came from the cor- 
ner of Pryor and Line streets, where 
the fire was two or three monthsago. Rich- 
ardson was at work there during the day and 
would go back and steal at night. 

He protested to the last that he had intend- 
ed carrying the goods back that evening. 

He is booked on the state docket with a 
charge ot larceny. 

The information that led to, his arrest came 
originally from the woman he was prosecuting.

The iawyer went ahead to make some nec- 
essary arrangements, and about 3 o’clock yes- 
terday he went back down to the station- 
house to meet some witnesses. 

In the meantime Lawyer S-bl-y had got 
there. 

The case was left that way. 

Later in the afternoon the two lawyers met, | 
and the merits and demerits of the Bar asso- 
ciation were discussed in quite an interesting 
fashion.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, August 1—The excitement inthe wheat 
market continues, and the movement of specniative 
Values today was characterized by the wildest fluc- 
tuations. It has come to be a common occurrence 
for the daily changes to cover a 2c range, and the 
interest.in the deal at this point shows no abate- 
ment whatever. There was tremendous heavy trad- 
ing today—fully as large as that of Monday—and 
the market again changed front. On the corn turn 
yesterday the local crowd got short, and in the rush 
to cover this morning prices were advanced sharpiy, 
the opening figures for the leading futures being 14 
@1'4c above yesterday's closing range. Later a fur- 
ther advance of 44@%%c was scored, and reactions, 
though frequent, were only natural. The feature of 
the day was the contradictory news from abroad, 
Public cables read: “Spot wheat easvand id lower; 
grain futures easy with prices tending down for 
wheat.’ Private cables were, jn a majority of cases, 
extremely bullish in tone, and, asthese were accom- 
panied by gcnerous buying orders, they appeared to 
have by far the greater influence. ‘There were prac. 
tically no deliveries today in maturing August con- 
tracts—an unusual thing, and one that helped sen- 
sational buying. New York parties bought largely 
in this market today,and all surrounding markets 
were higher, Prices for September wheat eased off 
i4c from the highest point touched during the last 
hour, but there was a net gain for the day in the 
leading futures of 1/@il7éce. An export order. of 


160,000 bushels of No. 2 spring wheat was filled here, _ 


and another like order cou!d not be filled at the 
limits named. 

A good speculative business was transacted in 
corn andthe feeling devoleped was quite firm. 
There was a good general buying all day, while of 
ferings. were exceedingly limited. The market 
opened considerably excited at j@!.c advance over 
the closing prices of yesterday, was firm and al- 
vanced, Ic, reacted *zc and closed 1444346 hizher 
than yesterday. The deliveries on August contracts 
were next to nothing, showing that shippers had 
considerable corn, and this, together with an active 
demaud for cash created considerable strength, 
The quantity on ocean passage showed a moderate 
decrease. The more deferred deliveries were in bet- 
ter demaffd and ranged higher. 

In oats a firm feeling prevailed with prices show- 
ing °4c advance for August and }4@'.c improvement 
for deferred futures. There were no deliveries on 
August contracts. The reason for this was said to 
be that the stocks consist mainly of. old oats which 
are heldat a premium over August, or new oats 
prices, The arrivals today were also much below 
the estimates of yesterday, and the upturn in wheat 
and corn was an important factor in stimilating the 
demand, There was quite a free covering by the 
shorts. 

The interest in provisions centered in pork, which 
was active and stronger, and prices advanced 30¢ 
from the opening prices,but receded 7'<c and closed 
ata net gainof 22'¢c. The deliverieson August 
contracts were light, being 12,000 to 15,000 barrels, 
Outsiders sent in fair buying orders. The shorts also 
bought liberally.

John 
Pete, D. D., who is one of the best furnished 
men for hig work that L hayo ever met, He 
has been pastor of a church for thirty-five 
years, and during that time has had a vacation 
every year for thirty years, the vacations vary- 
ing from one to three months. Each year he 
would select a certain portion of the globe in 
which to spend his vacation, and would never 
visit the same place twice. In this manner, 
he has visited nearly every section of the 

lobe, and has obtained a vast amount of in- 
ormation. These vacations keep him fresh, 
living and hopeful, and store his mind with 
useful information. : 

“You yy & state that my people tendered me 
& vacation, but I could not avail myself of the 
offer this summer. 


“There is no doubt in my mindas tothe great | 


benefits conferred by these vacations upon 
ministers, and I repeat what I stated at the 
beginning that every church should allow its 
pastor a vacation.’’

thing which has been permanently attached 
to the leasehold. 

‘‘Are steel rails, cross-ties, etc.,bettermenst ?”’ 

“No—I think not.”’ 

“Ts rolling stock, bettermen 

“IT think not; but take the state road for in- 
stance, I thinkthat the difference in the 
value of the rolling stock now on that road and 
on it at the time of the lease wili be paid to 
the lessees, or they will be allowed to remove 
rolling stock to the amount of that difference 
value when the .road comes 

to B state. I believe 

the legislature will take that 

view of it, too, though of course I don’t know 
what the legislature will do about it.”’ 

Captain furlow said, ‘“‘The amount of bet- 
terments stated in the report of the commis- 
sioners is not near as large as the people gen- 
erally supposed it would be. I think the 
public impression was that the  better- 
ments would foot up two or 
three million dollars. But of course 
this was all guess-work, as there was no way of 
txing the amount exeept by a therough inves- 
tigation of the subject.’’ 

‘‘No; I don’t think the next legislature will 
take hold of the question of bettermeuts. The 
lease, you know, does uot expire before 1800, 
and the question of betterments will probably be 
tackled and settled by the legislature which 
will be elected in that year.”

'THE CITY'S HEALTH. 


Report. 


Compared With the Same Time 
Last Year. 


There were 484 deaths in Atlanta in May, 
June and July of 1887.

Dr. J. B. Baird,in his ropes preparedfor pre- 

ntation to the city council Ou Monday -next, 
has this to say: 

‘‘Rteckless rumors reflecting upon the health- 
fulness of Atlanta have recently been current, 
and have gained credence. SensSational and 
exaggerated statements alleging the unusual 
prevalence of disease in general, and of. ty- 
phoid fever in particular, have been published. 
The fears of the people have been excited, and 
anxicty on account of the sanitary condition 
of the city has been aroused, both at home and 


abroad. c 
‘Unless the truth prevails,and these wild as- 
sertions are met and refuted, the material in; 
tgrests of the city will seriously suffer, the ap- 
prehensions of the people will misguide them 
and facts will be subordinated to fiction. 
FROM THE OFFICIALJRECORDS. 

“Tt isfor the purpose of correcting these 
misleading and damaging publications that the 
following report is submitted. The figures are 
taken from the official records. The records 
are absolutely accurate, they are open to in- 
spection, and the figures herein quoted may be 
verified by any citizen. 

“It is true that the figures refer exclusively 
to fatal cases of sickness, but the mortality of 
any community may be accepted as an index 
of its healthfulness or its unhealthfulness; it 
certainly forms an exact basis of comparison 
between different years. Between years when 
rumors of epidemics are rife and years when 
the attention of the public is otherwise directed.

“‘Of the total deaths for these three months, 
in 188c7, onsumption is charged with 49, acute 
lung diseases 29, diarrhezal diseases 162, typhoid 
fever 27. 

‘*For the same months in 1888: Consumption 
49, acute lung diseases 19, diarrhwal diseases 
135, typhoid fever 25. 

“The remainder of the deaths during this 
period are ascribed to some forty-five different 
diseases, 

“It should be remembered that some of the 
fatal cases of typhoid fever included in this 
statement were imported, having developed 
elsewhere, and consequently are not justly 
chargeable to this city. 

THE HEALTH OF THE CITY PROVEN. 

“The above figures prove incontrovertibly, 
that the health of the city has been better this 
year than last year,even whenno allowance 
has been made foran increase of population; 
and they show moreover that typhoid fever is 
an unimportant factor in our anual mortality, 
as compared with other diseases. The records 
further show that typhoid fever has not stead- 
ily increased with the growth ofthe city. For 
the year 188], in an estimated population of 
30,000, there were sixty-eight deaths from this 
disease; in 1883, seventy-nine deaths; in 
1887, out of a- population § estimated 
at 63,000, there were only sixty-eight deaths 
from typhoid fever, thirty-five of which were 
among negroes. 

‘‘In 158] typhéid fever caused seven per cent 
of all deaths. In 1855 seven per cent. In 
1587 five per cent. 

THE SANITARY CONDITION OFTHE CITY. 

“Ttisthe fixed conviction of this board, 
based upon personal observation and upon per- 
sonal knowledge, that the sanitary condition 
of this city is better at this time than it has 
ever been. The garbage service embraces 
6,500 lots out ofan estimated total of 10,000 
improved lots, or about 1,000 more than were 
served last year, and an increase of nearly 
6,000 lots within seven years. The number of 
garbage carts and wagons has been increased 
from four in 1850 to forty in 1888. The num- 
ber of mules employed, from four in 1880 to 
fifty-six head in 158s. 

“Every sewef within the city is fiushed 
and disinfected at least once a week. The in- 
spectors are faithful, active and vigilant. The 
vast improveient in the public water supply, 
the general paving of our streets, and above 
all, the proposed adoption of a complete and 
comprehensive system of sewerage, plans for 
which are now preparing, and which will be 
finished before the end of the year, makes the 
sanitary outlook encouraging and hopeful. 

“Some complaint has been made about the 
accuinulation of garbage on private lots, This 
is explained hy the enormouse increase of veg- 
etable refuse during the summer months, and 
| by the necessity for conveying all of the garb- 
age, at this season to the dumping 
| ground, three miles distant. To 
meet this extraordinary demand, several 

double teams have been hired for a few weeks 
and the pressure Will soon be relieved. 
THE DEMAND FOR IMPROVEMENTS. 

“Notwithstanding these facts there appears 
to be a popular demand for an improvement of 
the sanitary service, the importance of which 
is fully appreciated by this board, and the 

ylans for which have already been arranged, 

ut have not been executed because sufficient 
funds have not, as yet, been available. More 
inspectors and more garbage carts would un- 
-doubtedly enhance the efficiency of this de- 
partment. Butany addition to the present 
equipment will involve increased expenditure, 
and while this board is very reluctant to re- 
commend an extra appropriation after the an- 
ticipated increase of the city has been appor- 
tioned to the several departments, it 
recognizes the fact that this department 
like the other departments of the city govern- 
ment, was established for the people’s benefit, 
it is conducted in the peopig’s interest, and it 
is sustained by the people’s money. If, there 
fore, your honorable body deems it practicable 
and wise to add five thousand dollars to the 
present sanitary appropriation, it will afford 
this department great pleasure to apply it to 
the sanitary needs of the city by employing 
more inspectors, and by precuring additional 
garbage carts. 
CO-OPERATION RECOGNIZED. 

“This board desires to add to this report,that 
the general council has never failed to appro- 
priate the full amount estimated by the board 
of health as absolutely necessary for the main- 
tenance of the sanitary department. It is true 
these estimates have always been close, 
because the financial condition of the city and 
the urgent necessities of the other: depart- 
ments made it impossible that they should be 
close. But the appropriations have been an- 
nually increased, and.pave grown from about 
$5,000 in 1880, to more than $33,000 in 1888, an 
increase in eight years of over 600 per cent. 

“Tt is confidently believed that the prosper- 
ity of the city will justify a continued increase, 
and that the amount annually set aside will 
soon be amply sufiicient to meet all reasonable 
demands upon it. Respectfully,

WHAT SENATOR SHERMAN SAYS 


Politics in Indiana—No Appropriations te 
Georgia Expositions—The Colored ; 
Exposition—The Day's Doings. 


. Wasutneton, August 2.—[Special.}—Sena- 
tor Sherman said today he did not know and 
no one could yet tell when the finance com- 
mittee of the senate could report a tariff bill. 
The committee was not in session today and 
the members apparently were not in a hurry 


however, that:a bill will be reported and Sen- 
ator Allison and other leaders are yot firm in 
their determination to pass it, although op- 
posed by many of their party. 
Should they hold out in. the deter- 
mination and convert their opponents, 
congress will be in session when the melan- 
choly days of October arrive. However, 
should the views of the minority favoring the 
reporting of a bill and placing it upon the cal- 
endar until next session for action .be adopted, 
congress will provably adjourn by the Ist of 
September. Those in favor of the passage of 
a bill, however, say this will not be done, and 
are already entering their names upon the list 
of the president of the senate for speeches. 
Fully one-half the members of the senate 
have already signified their intention of speak- 
ing, and it is possible that nearly every one 
will enter the debate. : 
ARE TALKING POLITICS. 

Every one is discussing politics here now, 
and the democrats seem to have no doubt that 
Cleveland and Thurman will prove to be the 
winning ticket. The republicans pretend to 
have great hopes, but are not nearly so san- 
guine as their opponents. 

IN INDIANA. 

More interest is being centered in Indiana 
than any other state inthe union. The ques- 
tion of whom the republicans will nominate as 
their candidate for governor is exciting consid- 
erable interest just now. The declination of 
ex-Governor Porter, who was considered by 
far the best and most available man the party 
fould name, leaves the field open to halfa 
dozen or more less prominent, aud renders the 
situation altogether uncertain. 

General Lew Wallace, Congressman Hovey 
and Congressman Steele, are, however, most 
prominently spoken of. The republican mem- 
bers from Indiana seem very confident of suc- 
cess this fall, but the democrats from that state 
are even more confident. Both sides, how- 
ever, predict a bitter and close fight. 

Representative O'Neal, of Indiana, said _ to- 
day that the democrats were working with all 
their might and were confident of carrying the 
state for Cleveland this fall. The result, he 
says, depends always on the floating vote. 
When the democrats get their share of this 
vote, they carry’ the _ state. soth 
parties are hard at work on they; 
independent voters, spotting and talking to 
them, and each trying to win them over. In 
this work he thinks the democrats are in the 
lead at this time. - In certain sections, where 
many people from Pennsylvania, attracted by 
the natural gas discoveries. have nioved into 
the-state, the republicans will make gains, but 
he says the democrats are gaining from the 
labor vote and have an advantage in the large 
prohibition vote that is promised. 

AND ILLINOIS. 

Representative Lawler, of Illinois, said to- 

day, in speaking of the political outlook in his 


. state, that the democrats are doing all in their 


power to change Ilinois into a democratic 
state, and he believes they will be successful. 
He thinks the democrats will make large 
gains from the labor vote. 

TWO GEORGIA EXPOSITIONS. 

Senator Daniel failed to get in his amend- 
ment to the sundry civil bill providing for the 
division of a thirty thousand dollar remainder 
ofthe Ohio Valley centennial apgropriation 
between the Augusta and Richmond exposi- 
sitions, and thus they will getno government 
aid unless another opportuny presents itself. 

Columbus telegraphed Senator Colquitt for 
a slice of this appropriation but too late, al- 
though had they been in time nothing could 
have been secured. It is probable before the 
end of the session another opportunity might 
present itself. 

THE COLORED EXPOSITION. 

Another attempt was made by Senator 
Palmer to get up the Atlanta colored exposi- 
tion bill to-day, but he was compelled to give 
in to the fisheries treaty. He is, however, de- 
termined to continue his attempts until they 
prove successful. 

The house today passed the senate bill pay- 
ing Charleston, S. C., for the use of the citadel 
academy by the government from August 20th, 
1867, to February 2nd, 1582, the amount to be 
determined by inquiry. '
